Don’t Skimp on 
House Footings 


No house can be more stable 
than its footings. 
Yet, because 
they arc concealed construction, 
footings are frequently skimped 
to save cost. The consequences are 
sometimes disastrous. 
Foundation lootings bear most 
of the weight of the house. Par­ 
ticular attention should be paid to 
their size, shape and placement. 
They should tx* earned down to 
firm ground, below the frost line. 
To place them on frozen ground is 
folly. 
Many Annoyance* 
No end#of ills and annoyances 
results from footings which cause 
uneven 
settling 
of 
foundation 
walls. 
Damage is visible inside 
the house in cracked basement 
walls, 
cracked 
plaster, 
binding 
doors and windows, and sloping 
floors. Woodwork joints, both in­ 
side and outside, will be forced 
o p n . and the pitch of gutters may 
b«* altered, causing water to back 
up. 
Correctly constructed footings; 
are sometimes undermined to per­ 
mit the entrance of service con­ 
nections and rain leaders. Foot­ 
ings should be enlarged at such 
p in ts. 
Because of wide variation in 
siz**s and weight of houses, and 
d isp rity in the load-bearing abil­ 
ity of various soils, it is manifestly 
impossible to suggest positive, gen­ 
eral spcifications for footings. 
Should Extend Four Inch#** 
However, it has been found that 
for the small house with average 
soil conditions, the footings should 
extend at least four inches beyond 
the wall on both sides and should 
I be at least eight inches deep. 
It is also a good rule to con­ 
struct bearing post footings from 
eight to 12 inches deep and from 
18 to 24 inches square, depnding 
on load and soil conditions.

built in damp soil, the site should 
be 
drained with 
four-inch 
tile 
around the outside of the foot­ 
ings.

John Foster Dulles, who played a major 
part in the shaping of the Japanese Peace 
Treaty, has decided to end his association 
with the administration for the balance of 
the political campaign. Dulles is a Republi­ 
can. who with the late Michigan Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg, did much to bring about 
a workable bi-partisan foreign policy. 
He 
has decided that he can now leave his post as 
advisor on foreign affairs and attack those 
portions of the foreign policy program with 
which he disagrees. 
Democrats and Republicans alike hold 
Dulles in high esteem. He supported Thomas 
Dewey’s hid for the presidency in 1948 and 
it was generally believed that he might have 
become Secretary of State had Dewey been 
elected. In addition to speaking in opposi­ 
tion to policies he opposes, he will attempt 
to influence the foreign policy planks in the 
Republican platform. He will remain avail­ 
able for occasional consultations with the 
State Department when his advice is needed. 
Dulles has succeeded, as few’ men in pub­ 
lic life ever do, in playing a constructive part 
in the actions of an opposite political party. 
He has also managed to retain the respect 
of his own party and his own individuality.

Some of us may be confused at the various 
names given to m ental and emotional ailment*. 
It is interesting, then to gel definitions of m ental 
and emotional ailm ents from a high source. 
In Medical Clinics of N orth America, Dr. Ed­ 
w ard A. S treaker, Professor of Psychiatry. Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, and Manuel M. Pearson. As­ 
sistant Pnoleasor, state that “a psychoneurosis is a 
mild or minor m ental reaction that occur* in per­ 
sons whose feat* and conflicts are translated into 
phyical and m ental sym ptom s, It is different from 
a psychosis, which represents a m arked disruption 
or severe change of the personality and a total 
abandonm ent of reality, living in a dream state. 
Such sym ptom s as delusions and hallucinations 
never occur rn a psychoneurosis. A nother difference 
is that the psychoneurotic knows that there 
is 
som ething w rong with him emotionally and m en­ 
tally, seeks help and tries to understand his symjv* 
toms. He has some insight into the change in him ­ 
self.*’ 
In psychoneurosis, the individual understands 
that he Is not properly adjusted to everyday living 
because of em otional conflicts due to his personality 
handicaps. F or instance, the soldier, by becoming 
ill w ith 
hysterical 
blindness, 
has 
unconsciously 
solved the conflict between his instinct of self- 
preservation and his acquired set of soldierly ideals. 
W hat causes men apparently norm al and brave 
to have these fears and conflicts? T h ese physicians 
en u m erate: 
unfavorable 
child-conditioning 
influ­ 
ences; conflicts relating to fundam ental em otional 
urges, especially sex and aggression; life situations 
causing fear. insecurity and feelings of guilt and 
hostility, such as living at home w ith a storm y, 
alcoholic parent. The sym ptom s of psychoneurosis 
thus serve som e p u rp o se all the way from avoiding 
difficulties o r dom inating one’s surroundings to a 
source of financial gam. as in cases of accidents or 
injuries. 
The type of psychoneurosis listed are ta i con­ 
v e r s i o n - blindness; n eu rasth en ia—m ental and phy­ 
sical tiredness: anxiety neurosis: anxiety hysteria 
fear of crowds, high places, open spaces, anim als; 
obsessive compulsion neurosis—indecision, morbid 
fears, doubts. 
T re atm en t consists of careful listening in a 
quiet, unhurried m an n er to the p a tie n t’s story, un­ 
covering conflicts and helping him to see them as 
they really are. and the removal of harm ful s u r­ 
roundings.

Small b usiness firms in this 
area eligib le for relief under a 
special “hardship reserve” of con­ 
trolled materials were advised to­ 
day b y Casper H. Citron, regional 
director of the Small Defense 
Plants 
Administration,

their requests for allotments from 
this reserve with NPA field of­ 
fices immediately. 
“Immediate action is necessary 
to insure that all eligib le firms 
b enefit from the reserve,” Citron 
said. “While the total quantities 
of steel, copper and. aluminum b e­ 
ing held for small-b usiness hard­ 
ship cases are not large in com­ 
parison with total availab le sup­ 
plies, the reserve amounts are b e­ 
lieved sufficient to take care of 
all small firms eligib le for partici­ 
pation,” he added. 
The small-b usiness hardship re­ 
serve, designed to provide special 
assistance to small firms facing 
shutdown b ecause of low’ ma­ 
terials allotments and inab ility to 
ob tain 
defense work, was an­ 
nounced jointly b y SDPA and 
NPA recently. 
The materials made availab le 
from the reserve will b e in addi­
